PARLIAMENT & PALESTINE 
Bevin Plan a Palliative 


FULFILLING PLEDGES BY 
PLAYING ON WORDS 


Our Political Correspondent, writing yesterday 
morning, said one description of the state of Lobby 
opinion this week on Palestine was that most of the 
menrbers had been lulled into a sense «of false 
security. Mr. Bevin's statement, giving a picture 
of the Government's seeking a salve in an Anglo- 
American Committee of Inquiry, had produced a 
soothing cflect for the time being, there was 
curiosty about the next step and when the debate 
would be held. Next Tuesday was rumoured as 
likely, but | was informed on Wednesday night 
that there would be no Palestine debate next week. 

Meauwhile the British members of the Com- 
mittee have been chosen, and only the receipt of 
the Americin mames is awaited for all to be 
announced. Great emphasis is laid on the point that 
the Commitice will not be a time-wasting device. 
It is to work with all possible expedition. is 
everybody's desire not to waste a moment of time. 
Sub-Commitices will be appointed quickly, and as 
interem reports come through the Government will! 
-consider action on them in conjunction with the 
American Government, without waitine for the 
general report. es 

Feeling very uneasy about the disappointment 
which the Bevin policy has brought to Jewry, 
Ministers are definitely in the mood to persuade 
Jews that i would be a tremendous mistake to 
spurn the “ new opportunity.” They will urge of the 
House that as a policy the Bevin Statement ought 
to be most seriously considered, aad that Mr. 
Bevin ts genuinely anxious to find a solution and 
io solve the problem in such a way as to give 
the utmost practical satisfaction to the Jewish 
people. 


Take this Crumb and be Thankful!

NATURALISATION 
Home Secretary's Statement 


The Home -Secretary made his promised state- 
ment on naturalisation in the House on Thursday 
last week im answer to’ questions by Mr. Haydn 
Davies and Sir Jocelyn Lucas. Mr. Ede said that 
the flow of applications having been checked for 
‘five years, the volume which had now accumulated 
was so large that if those who had special claims 
to consideration were to be dealt with without 
undue delay, there must be a policy of giving 
priority to certain. classes of applicants. If an 
applicant not only had the qualities ordinarily 
expected of a good citizen but had also given good 
service in the Forces of the Crown, or had made 
a substantial contribution in some civilian capacity 
to the war effort. or was. by his business or. protes- 
sion making a substantial contribution. to the 
economic welfare of the nation, ns application for 
naturalisation had a special claim to altention. 

fa assist the Home Office to pick out readily 
those applications which are most likely to be found 
on investigation to. be genuinely deserving ol 
priority, it would be necessary to require applicants 
or certain classes of applicants to submit, in a con- 
venicat and effective form, evidence in support of 
their claims to priority. The machinery which 
would be required to. give effect to this policy 
would be settled as quickly-as possible and an 
announcement would be made as to the procedure 
for submitting claims to prior consideration. In 
ihe meantime premature applications, and mquiries 
about the progress of applications already made, 
would merely impede the official machine 

At the time when the suspension of naturalisation 
was announced—on November 20, 1940—there 
were already lodged in the Home Office about 6,500 
applications. It had, however, been decided that 
the consideration of these applications should not 
prevent. work being started at an early date on other 
applications from those who had: valid claims to 
prior attention on the grounds mentioned. 

Whatever steps might be taken to accelerate the 
procedure for dealing with the great number of 
applications, the work would have to be spread 
over a comparatively lengthy period. No pains, 
however, would be spared to make the machinery 
for dealing with the task as effective as possible. 


RASHID ALIS ESCAPE 


Mr. E. H. Keeling (Con., Fwickenham) asked 
the Foreign Secretary last week whether’ his 
_investigations had yet satisfied him that Rashid Ali 
Gailant on his escape from Germany entered Syria 
without the knowledge of the French authorities.

“THE SCANDAL OF THE 
“ORPHANAGE ” 


We have received from Mr. 
Rothschild, President of the Jewish Orphanage. 
copies of correspondence between the Chief 
Rabbi and himself on the subject of the recent 
changes. 

Un October 29, the Chief Rabbi forwarded to 
the President of the Orphanage an “ open letter ” 
signed by Dayan Lazarus, Rabbi Kopul Rosen. and 
Rabbi Harris Swift, which was published in Tra 
Jewisn Curonicie of November 9. In his covering 
letter Dr. Hertz wrote:

In the course of the 
Memorandum Various allegations .in the . Rabbis’ 
letter were dealt with, the remarks being briefly 
summarised below:

“The religious guidance of the orphans has  bdecn 
handed over to an extreme anti-Orthodo«-——Mr..

Mr. Hemriques has on no occasion influenced of 
taken part in the religious guidance of the children of 
the Jewish Orphanage. The Commitice of the Orphanage 
are making arranecments for the religious instructon of 
the children and the nature of this instruction will certainiy 
not be fess Orthodox .than heretofore The ** Jewish fre- 
ligious atmosphere ” of the Orphanage has not detcriorated 
since the retufn of the children to Norwood, Services 
are held daily for the boys as herctofore

accordance with the facts. The Memorandum recites the 
circumstances at Pesach. 1940, and concludes, “From 1941 
Passover Canteens were sét up for the children of the

PALESTINE AND THE COTTON 
TRADE 


Mr. S. S. Hammersicy, former M.P. for East 
Willesden, spoke last week at the Anglo-Palesuman 
Club on “ The British Cotton Industry and its 
Links with the Textile Industry of Palestine.” Mr. 
Barnett Janner, M.P.,.who presided, tribute 
to Mr. Hammersley’s work when he was Chairman 
of the Palestine Parliamentary Committce. 

Mr. Hammersley said that there could only be 
an. expansion of trade in the cotton industry 
between this country and Palestine providing there 
was a very considerable immigration into Palestine, 
and by: the word considerable he meant something 
very much more than 1,800 certificates a month. 

He did not wish to make any comment on the 
Foreign Secretary's statement, except to say . that 
it had its good and bad sides—good side, because 
the United States was going to be brought into 
close co-operation with this country, and bad side 
because of this interim figure of 1,500 persons, 
which after all was a continuation of the White 
Paper, and which was condemned roundly by the 
majority of the people in the Government. 

Mr. Hammersley went on to say that he did not 
think it was economic for a small market to en- 
gage in the basic sections of the cotton trade 
—to spin and to weave—and he thought that the 
development of the textile trade in Palestine should 
proceed along the lines of further production m 
the finishing end of the trade—printing, dyemg, 
and making up the finished article. re were 
among the immigrants persons of very great skill 
in design, scientific knowledge, and ability to con- 
vert grey cloth into the finished articles which were 
particularly suitable to the Palestinian and neigh- 
bouring markets.

ARAB MANCEUVRINGS 
Foreign Visitors to Palestine 
[From our Correspondent.—JeRUSALEM] 


Feverish cfforis were made by foreign Arab 
statesmen and politicians visiting Jerusa last 
week-end to m@guld the bickering Palestinian 
Moslem clans—which boss Arab political opinion 
—into some sort of unity, however fictitious and 
ephemeral. so that the Arab League Council 
session, which was to reopen in Cairo on Tuesday, 
could at least have the benefit or otherwise of the 
viewpoimt of thé Palestine- Arabs themselves. 

Arab League Council has been discussing 
the Palestine question lately without any local Arab 
representatives attending, and this has aroused con- 
siderable feeling among the party leaders, who 
resented being left outside while their own case 
was being solemnly debated and decided on by non- 
Palestinian Arabs in secret conclave. ‘ 

The Emir Abdullah was also a_ visiter to 
Jerusalem last week-end, and beth he and Jamil 
Bey Mardam, the Syrian ex-Premier, who has been 
doing most of the talking with the local Arabs, were 
naturally a prime target for the voracious foreign 
cotrespondents crowding the Holy City. The Emir 
Abdullah is not over-fond of the Arab League, as 
I explained in THe Jewisnu CHRONICLE a fortnight 
ago. He dislikes both its aims and its leading 
proponents. The Greater Syria scheme is more in 
his line, as befits his Royal dignity, and he 
expatiated at great length in interviews with the 
press correspondents upon the ideal results which 
would be achieved from a reunion of Syria, 
Lebanon, Palestine, and Transjordan, although he 
was careful to say that, of Course, Zionism could 
have no place in such a federated Syria (even the 
name Palestine or Eretz Yisracl woukt have to dis- 
appear). 


Jews Preferred to Zionists ! 


Like Mr. Bevin, His Highness prefers Jews to 
Zionists; as far as the Arab countries are con- 
cerned, Jews are easier to handle and can even be 
treated with the greatest of impunity when it suits 
the peoples in whose midst they live as minorities, 
as witness ‘Egypt and Tripolitania. 

The Jewish illegal wireless, which is widely heard 
throughout Palestine despite sytematic and power- 
ful jamming by the authorities here, had a word 
to say in its English transmission on Sunday about 
the plight and helplessness of these small minority 
populations. Stating that no Jewish organisatrons 
or militant groups were behind Wednesday's and 
Thursday's rioting in Tel-Aviv—which was carried 
on by riff-raff—the broadcast added that the Jewish 
resistance movement had taken careful note of the 
tactics of the British troops in firing at children 
and youths, adding that it was for.that very reason 
the Jewish population would not surrender its arms 
lightly. Those who possessed arms would rather 
suffer the death penalty imposed by the courts, 
if caught, than tamely yield them .up. 


The Yishuv (it went on) had had experience in - 


the past 25 years of what it meant to be defence- 
less, and there was the case of the slaughter of 
Jews in Tripolitania, where even armed British 
troops could not, or acted too late to, defend them. 
Egygtian Arab Stormtroop Organiser 

It is against this background that the Arab 
manceuvringss must be studied. One of she Arab 
visitors allowed to enter Palestine freely in the 
past week has been Ahmed cl Husscin, the leader 
of the Young Egypt Association, formerly known 
as the Greenshirts, who had great success im _ the 
organisation of Moslem “storm troops.” in. his 
own country. Some say he came to Jerusalem for 
a similar purpose, advising upon the. establish- 
ment of. “ storm troops among the local. Arab 
youth. His mission would seem to presage interest- 
ing developnients. 


PECULIAR ARAB VIEWS ON 
NAZISM 
“Trials of Quislings Unjust ” 

The Arab paper Fatastin, published in Jaffa, has 
printed an article opposing the forthcoming 
Nuremberg trials, and stating that Nazism ought 
not to be tried in court, because it is just a principle, 
like democracy or Socialism. The paper also 
describes the trials of quislings as an injustice, and 
characterises them as acts of revenge disguised as 
judicial proceedings.

years, while giving its best sons to the war and 
making a great contribution to the industrial war 
effort. Therefore Mr. Bevin’s statement had come- 
as.a severe blow to them. The patience of Pales- 
tine Jewry had been severely tested at a time when 
unprecedented calamity had befallen the Jewish 
people. As an illustration of the Government's 
attitude towards Jewish immigration, he quoted the 
fact that at one time he had asked for six certifi- 
cates to save the remaining six members of a family 
of 106 which had been slaughtered by the Gestapo 
in. Poland. Even in this pathetic case the Palestine 
Government refused to issue the certificates. 


Tightening Up Regulations 


An amendment to the Defence Emergency 
Regulations, 1945, was promulgated in the Pales- 
tine Orricia Gazette. It prohibits the wearing 
of any uniform of H.M. Forces or the Police 
Force or of any armed force of a foreign country 
by anybody not entitled to do so. amend- 
ment further provides that the High Commissioner 
may prohibit, restrict, or regulate the wearing or 
display by any person of any distinctive dress or 
article of clothing. Contraveners are linble to three 
years’ imprisonment or a fine of £500 or both. 

The amendment also. empowers any member of 

the British Forces, any police officer, or village 
keadman (Mukhiar) to arrest without warrant any 
person “ reasonably suspected of being a prohibited 
immigrant.” 
_ Under the new regulation searches for illegal 
immigrants can be carried out in any place and 
no person is allowed to leave the country without 
a written permit. 


HOME AGAIN IN PALESTINE 
Atmosphere of Wellbeing 


In the course of a letter, Mr. Murra : 
who has lately returned to Palestine after spending 
the war years in this country, writes: 

Palestine to-day involves no sacrifice to those 
who seek its friendly shore but, on the contrary, 
confers such benefits both physical and mental and 
naturally spiritual to the Jew as are unknown in 
the England of to-day. . 

I arrived in a troopship with 3,000 stalwart men 
of the Coldstream and Welsh Guards. “ They 
are * hand-picked,’ ’ I was told. And the 
it. We landed at Haifa to the strains of their regi- 
mental bands. Barely an hour later | was with a 
British official of high standing and got my first 


“ Things must be terrible here,” I said, “to 
require the hurried dispatch of so many troops.” . 

The answer came immediately. “ There i@ no un- 
rest in Palestine. The unrest exists only in the 
fertile imaginations of press correspondents who 
find Palestine headlines profitable. Undoybtedly we 
have incidents, but probably less in proportion to 
any similar conglomeration of people the world 
over, and this despite the heated arguments and 
disputes inherent in the political situation of the 
country.” 

Life here is pleasant and natural. Arabs and Jews 
are working together and living in harmony 
wherever they meet. | 

I left Rehavia, the main residential quarter of 
Jerusalem, seven years ago, a jumble of unfinished 
buildings in a wilderness of broken roads. To-day 
there are miles of streets with handsome villas, 
proudly set in their own gardens, with neat and 
clean pavements and well-paved roads bordered 
with plane trees, already welP grown, affording 
beauty and shade to the pedestrian, whilst. well- 
filled buses ply from standard stopping places to 
and from all parts of the city. 


Peaceful Arab Traders 


At the corner of my street cach morning Arab 
women, in their picturesque if dirty village garb, 
sit upon the pavement selling eggs, grapes, bananas, 
and clementinas (sweet oranges) from their huge 
baskets. At the opp@ite corner, in front of his 
wooden stall equipped with scales and weights, ts 
an Arab selling carrots, lemons, and potatoes, only 
a few yards away from a Jewish shop with the 
same produce and vegetables of all kinds. And 
over all an air of friendliness. On a_ vacant 
plot adjoining my house Arab shepherds rest ‘their 
goats and draw water for them from a_ well, 
eloquent testimony of the day-to-day friendly rela- 
tions of the Arab and Jewish people of the street. 

In the next. road the first house since the second 
world war began is being erected by a Jewish 
architect and contractor. The site is strewn with 


. quarried stones being rapidly chiselled into shape 


by Yemenite workmen the clang of their 
hammers, whilst others are digging the trenches to 
lay the foundations of a building of flats to cost 
£15,000. 4 

The observance of the Sabbath is truly note- 
worthy. Imagine a miniature Oxford Street crowded 
with people and teeming with traffic. About five 
o'clock on Friday afternoon men parade the Jaffa 
road sounding the Shofar. Quickly the shops begin 
to close, the people melt away, the traffic dis- 
appears, until the place is as quiet and peaceful as 
the City of London on a Sunday morning. Thus 
it continues until the close of Shabbat. The main 
Synagogues and the dozens of smaller Bethels are 
filled to overflowing—testimony to an _ active 
religious life—whilst the well-dressed amd orderly 
crowds that promenade the streets in the afternoon 
are a delight and pleasure to behold. 

No wonder as 1 look round at the signs of 


progress and de®:lopment everywhere and speak to 


the people that the hearts of thousands are craving 
that their dear ones in Europe may be permitted 
to share with them the happiness of their well- 
being. 

The only cloud in the blue sky is created, by 
political uncertainty. But. our courage and our 


hope to-day. are stronger than ever; and we are ~ 


prepared to face the future. !

IRELAND'S “BARREN SOIL FOR 
ANTL-SEMITISM ” 


Historical Society Address. 


* Ireland, as a great Irish statesman (Daniel 
O'Connell) has put it, is the only Chiistian couniry 
unsulhhed by any act of persecution of the Jews. 
It is one of the few countries of the world where 
the. seeds of anti-Semitism have been sown on 
barren soil,” 


This was said by Mr. Bernard . Shillman, of 


Dublin, when he gave an address on “ More Light. 


on Jews in lreland ” at a meeting of the Jewrsh 
Historical Society at University College on Thurs- 
day of last week. 

Mr. A. M. Hyamson, the Society’s President, 
said that Mr. Shillman had made a special study 
of the history of the Jews in Ireland, and a fort- 
night previously he had published the result of 
his researches under the title of “ A Short History 
of the Jews in Ireland.” 


In his address Mr. Shillman said that the earliest. 


authentic record of the coming of Jews to Ireland 
was of five Jews who, in 1062, came from over 
the sea, bringing gifts to King Tordelbach, but 
they were sent back across the sea—probably to 
France. 

As in English history, there was a middle period 
during which it was debatable whether there were 
any Jews in Ireland. The real settlement of Jews 
did not begin until’ the Restoration era, in the 
days of oe Charles If in 1660. In 1661 the first 
Synagogue for collective worship was set up in 
Dublin. From that time there must have been a 
continuous residence of Portuguese Jews in Dublin 
until, at any rate, the year 1718, for in that year 
a 40 years’ lease of a plot of ground in Ballybough, 
Dublin, for use as a Jewish burial ground was given 
to four Portuguese Jews.

United Nations Charter Cited | 
in Anti-Jewish Case 


_ The highest court in Ontario. has ruled 
judgment signed by Mr. Justice Keilley 4 
that a restrictive clause in a land sale 
which stipulated that the land “was noi to be 
sold to Jews or persons of objection ble 
r. Justice Mackay based his decisi : 
the fact that Canada subscribes to the cea I 
of the United Nations Charter. Under Articles 
1 and 55 of the Charter Canada is pledged 
promote universal respect for and observang a 
‘human rights and fundamental frecdoms {o, all 
without distinction as to race, sex, languave , 
religion.” 

This 1s believed to be the first 
a decision has been based on the 
United Nations Charter. 

The land concerned ig the case, according to ‘the 
TORONTO GLOBE AND MAIL, is situated: in O'Connor 
Drive in Toronto and was purchased by the 
Workers’ Educational Association, which planned 
to build a model home to be rafficd to provide 
funds for the association. Examination o\ the 
covenant brought to light the restrictive clause and 
the Workers’ Educational Association asked the 
Supreme Court to annul it. They were joined in 
the action by M. Bernstein, representing the 
Canadian Jewish Congress,,which objccted to the 
racial intolerance that the clause created. 

Counsel for the applicant requested annulment of 
the clause on four grounds: that it was agains 
public policy: that it was invalid as a restrain: on 
alienation; that it was void for uncertainty: and 
that it contravened the provisions of the Racial 
Discrimination Act. | 
Though he declared that there ‘was no precedent 
for the decision, Mr. Justice Mackay. without! 
qualheation, said, “The restrictive covenant

In the course of his..decision, the Judge drew 
attention to the fact ‘that the present Master of 
Fitles in Toronto “ has not knowingly permitted

Racial Discrimination Act Invoked 


In addition to basing his decision on the United 
Nations Charter, Mr. Justice Mackay invoked the 
provisions of the Racial Discrimination Act. which 
prohibited the publication of anything injurious to 
any class in the community, and the Insurance Aet 
of 1937, which forbade discrimination because of 
race or religion in determination beiween risks 

He further pointed out that, if the sale of a 
piece of land could be prohibited to Jews. if could 
equally be prohibited to Protestants, Catholics. or 
any other denomination. 

“In my opinion,” he said, “ nothing could be 
more calculated to create or deepen divisions 
between existing religious and ethnic groups in this 
Province, or in this country, than the sanction of 


a-method of land transfer which would permit 
the. segregation’ and confinement of particular 
groups to. particular business or residential 
areas . . tt appears to be a moral duty at. 
least to lend aid to all forces of cohesion and 
similarly to repel -all tendencies which would 


imperil national unity.” 

Mr. Justice Mackay specifically commenicd on 
the fact that the restriction was directed agamst 
Jews, pointing out that the covenant “ lends 
poignancy to the matter when one considers that 
anti-Semitism has been a weapon in {he lands of 
our recently defeated enemies, and the scourge of 
the world.” In this respect the Judge referred to 
the repudiation of anti-Semitism by the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, General Charles de Gauille, the 
World Trade Union Congress, and the Pan- 
American Conference. 


REFUGEES TO BE NATURALISED 


About 3,500 refugees from enemy or enemy- 
occupied countries who were admitted to Canada 
durmg the war have been given permission to 
remain and will be granted full citizenship rights. 
Nearly 2,000 of them are Jews, among them !,000 
from Germany who were brought to Canada as 
miernees alter*the capitulation of France. 

The announcement of this change of Government 
policy is contained in an Order-in-Counci!. which 
says many of the refugees are Stateless and escaped 
from the country of their birth and citizenship 
before the outbreak of the war. Many of them 
rendered valuable service to Canada im the prosecu- 
tion of the war, the Government statemeni declares.

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THE NUREMBERG TRIAL 
Sickening Revelations in Indictment 


{From our Special 


All the 24 Nazi major war-criminals now on 
trial at Nuremberg showed not the least sign of 
emotion when Justice Jackson, the chief United 
States prosecutor, began to read the gravest indict- 
ment known to legal history. 

Goering, wearing a smartly-cut light grey suit, 
sat at the end of the front row and seemed to be 
anything but depressed. He was still putting on his 
old acti of “ Hail-fellow-well-met Hermann.” 

Few of the accused Nazis made use of the ear- 
phones provided; indeed, when Justice Jackson 
came to that historic part of the indictment which 
deals with the persecution of the Jews, and 
declares it to be one of the main portions of the 
Nazi conspiracy, none of the prisoners was even 
listening. 

The section dealing with the anti-Semitic side 
of the Nazi conspiracy, momentous as it is, forms 
but a minute part of a superb summing up of Nazi 
ideas and policies. The indictment itself is a legal! 
document that ts an essay in modern history, | 

[ have had ample opportunity of studying these 
war criminals, at the mention of whose very names 
millions trembled but a few short months ago. 

Schacht, with a collar fot quite as high as it 
used to be, looked grave. Von Papen and Ribben- 
trop appeared to have aged considerably, but there 
was still that cunning gleam in their eves. Doenitz 
and Raeder, the two admirals, were grey-faced. 

Julius Streicher, the arch Jew-baiter, and Walter 
Funk, once the .cconomic dictator of half of 
Europe, were just two miserable-looking’ littl old 
men, the sort you might offer a copper to if you 
met them in the strect. 

In the dock, these erstwhile masters of Europe 
were shorn of all their glamour. even the younger 
ones like Schirach, Rosenberg, and Seyss-Inquart. 
The change that has taken place in their appearance 
is as “ total” as the political system they tried to 
force on the world. 


Streicher bows to Jew 


l even saw Streicher bowing low to an American 
Jewish soldier. 

When Justice Jackson, outlining the case for the 
prosecution, spoke of the appalling crimes against 
the Jews, the only people in the Court who were 
unmoved were the prisoners in the. dock. 


The prosecutor cited documents and other 
material evidence hitherto unknown. These will 
shortly be submitted to the Court and the tull 


text published. 
One document put.in by the prosecution _is a 
report of their activities submitted by the “ Eimsat 


Gruppe,” which carried out the persecution of the 
Jews in the Batic States. In the report, the 
group claim that by a given date they had 


liquidated 71,105 Jews in Lithuania. 

Continuing, the report said: “ During the Kovno 
pogroms, 3,800 Jews were ‘ climinated, and about 
1.200 in the smaller towns.” 

A later section of the report stated that up to 
that time 30,000 Jews had been executed, and that 
S00 had been exterminated following pogroms in 
Riga. 

A report submitted by another “* Einsat Gruppe ”. 
said that 37,180 people had been liquidated by the 
S.LP.O. and S.D. (two Gestapo organisations) in 
White Ruthenia during October. 

A special report submitted to Rosenberg read: 
“In the presence of S.S. men, Jewish dentists were 
made to extract all gold teeth and gold fillings trom 
the mouths of German and Russian Jews. belore 
they .were executed.” 

Justice Jackson described this report as a sicken- 
ing document, written with a Teutonic devotion to 
detail, with’ authenticated photograplis ulustrating 
the almost incredible fext, the whole decorated and 
beautifully bound in leather with the loving care 
bestowed on work to be proud of ° 


Slaughter .in Warsaw Ghetto 


The original report submitted by the. 5.5. 
Brigadier-General who was in command of the 
troops whose task was to destroy the Warsaw 


Ghetto, asserted Justice Jackson, contained day-by- 
day accounts of the slaughter of Jews carried out by 
S.S. formations. 

The report is too long to repeat. -Let 
guote Justice Jackson's own summary. 
trom the report, he said: : 

“ The Reichsfiihres S.S. ordered on April 
1943. the cleaning out of the ghetto with utter 
ruthlessness and merciless tenacity. | therefore 
decided to destroy and burn down entire ghetto 
without régard to armament factories. Jews usually 
left hide-outs, but frequently remained in ‘burning 
buildings and jumped out of windows only when 
the heat became .unbearable. They then tried to 
crawl, with broken bones, across the Sireet into 
buildings not on fire. Life in sewers was not pleasant 
after first week. Many times we could hear loud 


me just 
Reading 
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voices. .§.S. men or policemen climbed bravely 
through manholes to capture these Jews. Some- 
times they stumbled over Jewish corpses.  Tear- 


gas bombs were thrown in manholes and Jews were 
driven out of sewers and captured. Countless Jews 
were liquidated in sewers and bunkers through 
blasting. This action eliminated a total of 56,065. 
Add to that the number of those killed through 
blasting, fire, &c., which cannot be counted.” 

Comment can only serve to weaken this record 
of tragedy in the Warsaw Ghetto. 

The prosecutor's speech concluded with an ardent 
appeal to the Court to see to it that law and tustice 
Should be the safeguards of peace and civilisation. 
During his plea, even the prisoners in the dock 
kept their earphones on for long spells. — For the 
first time they began to look really serious. It 
almost scemed as if they had just begun to under- 
stand the gravity of the crimes of which they 
have been accused. -

There are now nearly 300 Jews back in Bonn. 


Over 500 in Cologne, about 200 in Dusseldorf. 
and 100 in Aachen. 
In. Paderborn. there is a smaller commutrrity, 


which includes several Jews fron the lesser neigh- 


bouring towns, who, with great courage, are 
endeavouring to rebuild their lives 
The silver bells which ornamented the Sefer 


Torah and a handsome silver Menorah. once the 
pride of Paderborn Synagogue. which were baried

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WHY ZIONISM? 


ONE of the most disquieting factors in the present 
Palestine controversy is the repeated evidence that the 
Zionist case is still either only half-grasped or totally mis- 
understood, even By public persons whom most people 
would regard as knowledgable. | on 
justifies but demands persistent re-statement of the Zionist 
aims and the reasons for them. The British electorate still 
has to receive from its leaders and press a serious reply 
to the question: Why Zionism? Zionists and others who 
have grasped the basic principles of the Jewish National 
Movement will patiently accept this necessity to state and 
re-state the elements of the Zionist case, seeing that these 
elementary axioms are so widely forgotten or ignored. 
‘ In the last issue of the Sunday Times there appeared an 
article on Palestine by the publicist who succeeded the 
distinguished journalist Herbert Sidebotham, and inherited 
not only his place but his pen-name of “ Scrutator.” 


After hailing as a new feature in the situation the fact that 


the proposed Anglo-American inquiry is to embrace not 
only the local problem of Palestine But the wider one of the 
displaced Jews of Europe, the writer goes on to contend 
—though he gives no reasons—that Palestine cannot receive 
them all, and to argue that some accordingly must: be 
returned to the lands of their origin, with their status 
restored, while perhaps the bulk must be admitted to 
countries. outside Europe “ where there is room for them, 
that is, in North and South America and _ perhaps 
Australia.” Then comes this cautionary note: 


“The Committee, if it is wise, may spread its net . 


widely; for experience suggests that in settling Jews 
among Gentiles the way to avoid anti-Semitism is to 
keep the proportion of Jews to local population always 
below a certain percentage.” 


Here, unwittingly, the writer has in a flash accurately. 


and glaringly revealed the real Jewish problem and the 
whole core of the Zionist argument. What he says, put 
in still more blunt language, is that the Jews are nowhére 
wanted, and if they must be scattered still further, it will 
have to be in small parcels, so to speak, if their existence 
is not to excite hostility. And so there must be a kind of 
rough and ready—experience suggests it will be very rough 
and ever ready—numerus clausus in every instance, not 
merely for Jews educationally but for the Jews themselves; 
and little “Arab Leaguers” are to start up all over the 
world, all intent on keeping down Jewish percentages “to 
some (unspecified) figure and holding the rest of the would- 
be immigrants at bay. Such a system obviously stigmatises 


the Jew as undesirable and makes him, therefore, inevitably . 
. the predestined target of local animosity. 


It keeps vigor- 
ously alive the old traditional dislikes. But the mis- 
guided pundits who profess a conviction that the Jewish 
problem is a world problem have talked themselves into 
the belief that some such system as this of Jewish reliel 
on the limited liability principle is the practical response 


to this fact. They must, however, be exceptionally stupid if - 


they cannot perceive that by this method of super-dispersion 
they would merely assure that the old troubles would be 
kept constantly flaring up, a torment to their governments 
and a terrible danger to peace in the beneficent new era 
for which they are blindly struggling. The statement of 
“Scrutator”’ may: well be described by many as “horrible” 
m an age when the underdog and the socialist ideal aré 
supposed to be enjoying their day. . The truly . horrible 
thing about “ Scrutator’s™” statement is that it is utterly 
and norribly true, 
This inadvertent confession of “ Scrutator " is, in reality, 
a blistering confirmation of the Zionist conception of 
the Jewish problem—* homelessness writ large. Zionism 
seeks for Jews a normal life as Jews in a national 


home, unfettered by the limitations and _ restrictions 
inseparable from living in somebody else's house. 
It does so, and always has done so, not only because. 


it believes that only in Palestine’ will the Jews find a real 
resting place, that only in Palestine will they “Stay put,” 
but because only thus will the world problem and- peril 
of Jewish homelessness be certainly very materially 
It does 
not, in short, construe the phrase “ Jewish problem ™ simply 
as the search here, there, and everywhere, for some country 
which will “ put up with” a share of the wreckage of that 
particular section of Jewry which has been most recently 
persecuted. It construes its problem as that of saving Jew 
and Gentile alike from recurring jeopardy following on 
the failure to return to the Jews their ancierit homeland, 
the only expedient untried through 2,000 years of blunder- 
ing and suffering. 

Those who pin their faith to extra doses of Jewish dis- 
persion have notion as to precise destinations. 
“.Scrutator,” who talks of Australia in this connection, 
appears to be unaware that the Jewish Freeland League 
made a sustained attempt only reeently to obtain a place 
of Jewish settlement there—in the Kimberleys (Western 
Australia)}—-but without success, except in raising in 


who could see quite well where it would all end. Nor can 
the dispersers find any alternative areas with any approach 


That factor alone not only - 


response some very strong resentment amongst Australians 


to confidence. They certainly cannot even name any 
“empty” lan@ where Jews would take root as they have 
in Palestine, whenee brutal force could not drive them out. 

As for the promise that if the Jews were brought Back 
to their countries of origin the Powers would see that 
their rights there. were safeguarded, it must be plain to 
every student of history that in the shifts and changes of 
international relationships such a guarantee would become, 
like all the previous guarantees of its kind, a mere “ scrap 
of paper.” This has been proved again and again in the past, 
whether distant or recent. One need only recall the special 
steps taken under the Berlin Treaty of 1878. Rumania 
pledged herself to equal treatment of her Jews, yet soon 
drove a coach and four through the Treaty, without any 
of the Powers lifting a finger to restrain her. There was 
the blatant instance of the Minorities Treaties which were 
cynically flouted. And there was the Weimar Con- 
stitution of Germany with its absolute guarantee of equal 
citizenship which ended in the final catastrophe of 
5,700,000 Jewish men, women, and little children being 
deliberately slaughtered—the figure given in the Nurem- 
berg indictment. Those millions were sacrifices to inter- 
national half-measures, cowardice, and evasions. Dare one 
recall the solemn undertakings of the British Labour Party 
which in a few weeks have been laughed away by Mr. 
Bevin as mere “ Conference enthusiasm"? Are Jews to be 
invited by Mr. Bevin, in the same breath and after their 
ghastly experiences of the last few years, once again to 


‘stake their lives on utterances which to-morrow will be 


regarded, if inconvenient, as “mere Conference enthus- 
iasm"’? Is it not now time at long last to abandon this 
sanguinary toying with the position and to adopt the radical 
remedy advanced by the Jews themselves? 

In a recent issue, The Times published a special article 
on Egypt by its Cairo correspondent. It was a courageous 
and, to the uninstructed, a startling exposure of the entirely 
undemocratic domination of a tiny group of immensely 
wealthy landowners who, for many years, are said to have 
ruled the country in their own interest, with little regard 
for. the well-being of the Egyptian people, nine-tenths of 
whom are peasants and who are described as “ poor, un- 
educated, under-nourished, wretchedly housed, diseased, 
and often litthe better than serfs.” Yet, extraordinary 
though it be, it is with. a country like this, the 
rgal backbone—probably the only “bone” at all—of 
the Arab League, that the Labour Government of Great 
Britain has alined itself in barring Jews from their age- 
old patrimony. It is just such a regime on whose friend- 
ship a British Labour Government relies in the main for 
rendering Arab Nationalism safe for British interests. in 
the Middle East. “This country,” the great Lord Cromer 
once said of Egypt, “lives on the groans and sighs of the 
wretched fellah.” That British Labour should sedulously 
cultivate the Times-proclaimed exploiters of these miser- 
able workers appears incongruous at least, and coming 
generations, probably not distant ones, may. have cause 
bitterly to rue this unintelligent gamble. 

Meanwhile, there is one“misconception against which the 
public here cannot be too often placed on jts guard. This 
is that flagrant terminological inexactitude “ illegal 
immigrants” as applied to Jews seeking’to enter Palestine 
without the consent of the Arabs (as laid down in the 
notorious White Paper). The plain truth is that it is the 
White Paper that is the Hlegal element in the situation, and 
those who work it are, consequently, trespassing against 
treaty law. So declared the Mandates Commission of the 
League of Nations. As much is to be deduced from the 
League's confirmation of the Jewish right to enter Palestine 
“as of right and not on sufferancte,” a demand incorporated 
by Mr. Churchill, then Colonial Secretary, in his White 
Paper of 1922. Every time a Jew is denied this right, the 
British Government is breaking the law—and in the case 
of the present Government, cynically setting its- Party 
pledges at defiance. 

Two things cry aloud to be done.. The first is that we 
get our definitions right. The second is that we do the 
right and honourable thing and shame the devil of cold, 
conscienceless expediency, 


SHATTERED MINDS 


ALTHOUGH recent reports indicate that the physical 


rehabilitation of the Jewish “displaced persons ” in and arotnd — 


the camps in Germany is making considerable progress, their 
mental recovery, it is plain, still lags. No surprise need be 
felt at this when one recalls the appalling experiences through 
which they have passed—their detention in noisome and pesti- 
lential death camps, their subjection to constant brutality, their 
ceaseless fear lest the next moment might be their last. and 
the whole of their environment in which the laws of God and 
man were flouted and the society in which they dragged 
out their tortured existence was the negation of all human 
feeling, a kind of lost. world ruled by brutal fools or 
half-crazed sadists. No people who have lived through 
such an ordeal can possibly be normal; nor car they be 
expected easily to recover normal moral and banish the hideous 
conception that that vile world of the concentration camip 
was not a microcosm of all God's earth. What these victims 
urgently need now is treatment by men trained in mental 
therapy, combined with sympathetic handling. Their sickness 
is no less real because it is of the mind; in some respects it 
is far more dangerous than the common physical failings. 
For their complete recovery, of course, they must be placed 
securely in a total Jewish society. They simply cannot, for 
the most part, return to normal while they are surrounded 
and controlled by “aliens,” however well intentioned. In 
practical language this means that only in Palestine, among 


their fellow-Jews, can they find the opportunity to become 


whole and useful citizens again, | 


JEWISH EDUCATION CONFERENCE 


Tuts week-end sees the assembling in London of the Jewish 
Education Conference which has been anticipated with po 
small hope since first it was projected. The delay was ob, iously 
due to the magnitude of the preparations entailed, and the 
agenda to be submitted to the gathering gives evidence tha; 
the time has been very usefully employed. Briefly put, the 
object in view is to replace the Joint Emergency Committee 
for Jewish Education, which, as its name implies, was a war- 
lime improvisation, by a permanent organisation. |: jx the 
scheme drawn up for this task which the Conference jx to 
consider. The plan is soundly designed in principle on the 
model of the national education:! system, that is to say, that 
just as the national organisation comprises local education 
authorities and a central Ministry of Education in the Metropolis. 
so the new Jewish scheme proposes a series of Education 
Boards (in London and in the various Provincial regions) 
linked by a Central National Council on which all the focal! 
bodies will be represented, The function of the local boards 
will be to provide Jewish education in all its forms, elementary. 
advanced, and adult. The Central Council's task will be to 
co-ordinate, promote, and assist Jewish educational activity 
throughout the country by training of teachers, inspections. 
consultations, production of educati@nal material, allocation 
of financial grants, and educational propaganda. By these 
proposals the national point of view is kept well to the fore. 
while local enthusiasms are left with the fullest encouragement 
for their own initiative. In creating the regional boards. a start 
is to be made with the London Jewish Education Board. a bod, 
which will have the most difficult task in many ways of al! 
the regional committees. Already several educational boards 
exist in the Provinces. As for the proposed National Central 
Council, the framework of this will be examined by the coming 
Conference. The provisions for the safeguarding of Ortho- 
doxy, which operated in the case of the J.E.C., will be taken 
over by the Central Council, and essential contro] to ensure 
this is maintained in the hands of the Chief Rabbi, who will 
have authority to delegate his powers where he deems it 
advisable. 


THE LAST CHANCE. 

Ir will be generally conceded that these proposals are \ork- 
manlike and, if properly carried out, full of new hope for the 
future of Jewish education. For the first time in communal 
history a long-range and comprehensive plan for its develop- 
ment and conduct has been evolved, and with it an opportunity 
to establish this most vital of Anglo-Jewish necessities on an 
efficient organisational basis. If this opportunity is not 
grasped, the advantages offered by the new Education Act will 
escape us, for no minor ‘bodies are likely to be regarded by 
the national education authorities as capable of handling the 


‘considerable possibilities which afe now: presenting themselves 


It is a great test of the soundness of the community and indeed 
of its. willingness to survive at all. Conferences and schemes 
cannot by themselves succeed, They must have, behind them, 
the driving power of the communal will; and in this case the 
will that Judaism shall be effectively inculcated in the rising 
generation and sincerely practised. For that we must have 
what we never have had before—a vigorous Jewish public 
opinion on the importance of Jewish teaching and a readiness 
for real sacrifice if necessary in order that it should flourish 
among us. This cause of causes lacks nothing of earnest, not to 
say inspired, preachers; who have been largely responsible 
for the success of the. désperately difficult work. which the 
Joint Emergency Committee accomplishéd during the critica! 
years of the war. To, the new awakening all this staunch 
personnel should be harnessed, and many more, the finest in 
mind and character that we can attract. Better a thousand 
times that the community should concentrate upon this, its 
greatest need, than squander its energies on small. matters of 
whicly, by comparison, the significance is just ni/. The present 


‘ chance of Jewish educational reviyal may never come again. 


AN EXAMPLE FROM CANADA 


A RESTRICTIVE clause in a land sale covenant which stipu- 
lated that the property in question was “not 40 be sold to 
Jews or persons Of objectionable nationality,” came recenily 
before the highest court in Ontario, Canada,.on an application 
made for its invalidation. -The judgment of the Court was 
that it was “void and of no effect.” The reason, or one of 
the reasons, given by Mr. Justice Mackay was that the clause 
was incompatible with the fact that Canada was a signator) 
of the United Nations Charter, by which she is bound to 
promote universal respect for and observance of ~ human 
rights and fundamental freedom for all, without distinction 
as to race, sex, language, or religion.” Thus, the great Charter 
has, in this first test, proved itself, and one can only hope that 
it will be no less successful in the wide and many fields i 
which its power still remains to be tried. The decision in this 
case, however, recalls that given recently by Mr. Justice Cohen | 
in a different connection. In the English instance, the Univer- 
sity of Sheffield received a bequest for the establishment 0 
scholarships for medical students who were “ not of the Jewish 
race.” The University, with commendable feeling, refused it, and 
the executors therefore applied to the Court for guidance as to 
whether it was still valid. The judge ruled thatit was. Butasthere 
is no power, in law, to force the acceptance of an unwanted 
gift, the executors remain in something of a quandary. The 
Court, we believe, could authorise them, to bestow the money 
elsewhere in accordance with the desire of the testator, and 
although it might not be impossible for them to find less 
squeamish and decent -beneficiaries than the University !9 
question, the task of hunting round for them could hardly” 
be a pleasant one.

“IS THIS LIBERATION?” 
Manchester Hears about D.P.s’ Cry 


“Why did we have to uy. and escape the 
crematoria of Auschwitz and Birkenau? Would tt 
not have been better to have died in the flames 
together with our children, parents, wives and 
husbands, brothers and sisters? Is this the libera- 
tion for which we survived?” 

Reporting on his experiences at Belsen and other 
camps, R&bbi J. Vilenski brought this cry of the 
Jewish D.P.s to Manchester, a° a meeting held at the 
Cheetham Public Hall, over whiclf Mr. Nathan 
Frost presided. 

Conditions to-day, said the Rabbi, were such as 
to preclude these sorely-tried people not only from 
recovering spiritually and mentally, but even 
physically. Food rations had been cut so low that 
there ‘had been hunger strikes as a protest. Not 
more than five per cent had a warm garment for 
the winter. As many as 12 and 14 often slept in 
one room—not a large one. Hospital conditions 
were bad—with not enough bread and scarcely 
any medicaments. Two young men who managed 
to buy calcium injections for their sick sister were 
imprisoned for bringing the injections to the 
hospital, Rabbi Vilenski obtaining their release 
after 36 hours’ confinement. D.P.s, forbidden to 
follow their trades and professions, were occupied 
‘in thinking over their sad memories. 

The speaker contrasted with all this the better 
<n in which the Germans. were permitted 
to live 

Mr. Samuel Davies, roprenentng the Manchester 
Communal Council, appealed for support of the 
Central British Fund. and Mr. G.. Heilpern, Chair- 
man of the Manchester Relief Committee, stressed 
the need of quick and sufficient relief.

The Austrian Musical Circle recently arranged a 
concert of classical music for the girls. At its con- 
clusion the girls sang some of the songs they have 
learnt in this country during the short time since 
arrived in. a way that showed they were 
beginning to forget the nightmare of their previous 
experience.

KINDERGARTEN PROPOSAL AT 
GLASGOW | 


At a meeting of the Glasgow Talmud Torah and 
Jewish Board of Education at which Mr. Louis 
Daets, J.P.. President, was in the chair, approval 
was given to a recommendation by the. Executive 
that a grant of £500 be made towards the. scheme 
planned by the Netherlee, Stamperland, and C lark- 
ston Congregation for the building of new premises 
for Hebrew Classes. at an esliimated cost of £2,000. 
It was also agreed, after a discussion, to make a 
grant of £50 to the Glasgow Tarbuth Organisation 
for their adult education classes. 

The question. of the house: in Queen Mary 
Avenue which had been acquired by the Board 
for the purpose of establishing a kindergarten also 
came under review. Recently these premises have 
been accommodating the pupils of the Niddrie Road 
Synagogue classes, who were transferred there 
owing to shortage of teaching staff. It was stated 
that the house was unsuitable for conducting. these 
classes, and Dr. M. Friedlander, Director of Edu- 
cation, said the¢eGlasgow Education Authority had 
granted them rmission. to hold classes in the 
Strathbungo Secondary School, where they would 
have more adequate accommodation, on four nights 
a week, while on Sundays the classes would. be held 
in the Niddrie Road Synagogue rooms. The children 
from the Niddrie Road Classes, he added, had not 


been attending the classes. held in Queen Mary > 


Avenue owing to the distance and traffic dangers at 
night. 

The question of continuing the kindergarten 
scheme at Queen Mary Avenue was discussed, and 
it was agreed to carry on with the scheme and to 
ascertain what support would come from the com- 


munity. So far, it is understood, about 30 children 


would attend the kindergarten, 
Mr. S. M. Lipsey said that so far they had a 
deficit of £1,000 on the project.

LEEDS PARENTS ARE NOT 
HELPING 


Majority of Children Receive No 
Jewish Education 


Mr. S. H. Lyons, one of the Hon. Vice-Presidents 
of the Leeds Talmud Torah, presided at the annual 
meeting, at the Joseph Porton Room, in the un- 
avoidable absence of Sir Montague Burton. 

The Talmud Torah, said Mr. Lyons, could look 
back on a year of great activity and progress in 
many directions. Hebrew education throughout 
Leeds had been unified under one central authority, 
the Talmud Torah, and they now had over 700 
children under their control. 

The one great stumbling-block in the path of 
further progress was the apathy of the parents. 
Unfortunately the majority of Jewish children in 
Leeds were receiving no salinions tuition at all, and 
he felt, said Mr. Lyons, that it was the respon- 
sibility of the committee for the ensuing 12 months 
to-make personal contact with parents in order to 
improve the position. 

Mr. A. M. Hurwitz, Chairman of the Talmud 

Torah, presenting the annual report, said that as 
long as the Jews were a dispossessed nation, and 
had no land of their own, there could be no peace 
for the Jew. But it was most important that they 
should develop the things which could not be taken 
from them: their Judaism and Jewish education. 
For that reason the Talmud Torah was the most 
important institution to Jews anywhere, here or in 
Hurwitz thanked the officers and 
ae who had helped the Talmud Torah in its 
work, 
Mr. I. H. Ellison, Treasurer, asked, in view of the 
expansion. of their. activities, the opening of new 
branches, and their heavy overdraft, tor greater help 
from the community. 

Mr. Ben Frazer spoke of the seed for a Welfare 
Committee, and mentioned the gratitude of the 
parents for the morning classes for girls instituted 
by the Talmud Torah, thanks largely to Dr. Aron 
Cohen. 

Mr. M. Silman thought they should now concen- 
trate on the opening of branches 
Meanwood Road and Roundhay Road districts. 

Dr. Aron Cohen said that Leeds must have a 
Jewish Day School, 


£20,000 Offered by Mr. Freedman 


Mr. Henry Freedman, after a reference to the 
proposed scheme of communal taxation, announced 
that when this scheme was finally passed, he and 
his wife would be prepared to provide the sum of 
£20.000 for the erection of a suitable new building, 
and he looked forward to secing the time when 
every Jewish child in Leeds of school age would 
benefit from the scheme.

After a reference to building and educa- 
tional difficulties, Dr. Cohen says, There is the 
growing conviction. that only when we have a day 
school where serious study can be undertaken while 
the child’s mind is fresh and alert, and where more 
time can be devoted to it, will there be a marked 
improvement in standard.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Rock-Like Fidelity 


“Thus saith thy servant Jacob: ‘1 have 
sojourned with Laban and stayed until now: and 

have oxen and asses and flocks, and man-servants 
and maid-servants.’"’ (Gen. xxxii. $.) 


EWISH commentators have invested this utter- 

ance of Jacob with timeless significance. 

a dexterous transposition of the four letters 
comprising the Hebrew word eerti (1 have 
sojourned), they placed this homily into the mouth 
of our ancestor: “ Though I have stayed with the 
wicked Laban for fourteen years, yet | was faithful 
m my obedience to the 613 commandments of the 
Torah (faryag Mitzvot), learning naught of his 
evil ways.” It is ingenious, but it is deserving of 
deep thought. For the tragedy of Jewish life to-day 
ts that far too many de not think twice before 
abandoning customs and picties on the lame 
excuse that those around them who ought to show. 
the example are not conforming to religious stan- 


dards. Jacob's affirmation comes, therefore. as - 


a challenging reminder. [t is no sign of Sroad- 
mindedness to surrender, one by one, teachings 
and observances that have controlled and inspired 
millions of Jewish lives throughout the generations. 
teachings that have enabled Isracl as a nation to 
“encroach upon Time and exhaust Eternity.” A 
better rendering of the text above would be: “] 
have been preserved till now because 1 kept the 
commandments while staying with Laban.” The 
survival of the Jew, which is regarded as a miracle 
by some and as an enigma by others, is really 
neither one nor the other. It ts primarily due to 
his rock-like fidelity to the God of Israel and to 
the precepts and ideals advanced in the Torah. 


ET those who glibly and uninstructedly dilate on 
the outworn practices of Judaism stop and 
think, difficult a task as it may be for some these 
days. Can a religion which is moribund and 
defunct still inspire so many millions to lead 
noble lives, and if needs be, make the supreme 
sacrifice when called upon? Can a faith which 
has* outlived its usefulness have given birth to 
some of the greatest minds and have produced such 
types as the Chalutzim in Eretz who have fertilised 
with the sweat and blood of their young lives a 
soil leit blistering by Turkish and Arab misrule? 
Let these non-conformists and non-conscientious 
objectors. think again before they drift from 
ancient moormgs to seek repose on alien shores. 
Can a religion be described as effete which to this 
day prescribes and enforces a moral code and 
presents the most logical doctrines concernme 
God, man, and the universe:.and can a world 
which is at present, after a bloody and protracted 
struggle, groping painfully towards the dawn ofa 
beiter era of prosperity and national well-beng 
afford to lose such a mighty contributing factor 
for good? Poor as niankind ts to-day m, examples 
of altruism and self-effacement in communal 
afiairs. it would be reduced to sheer beggary and 
pauperism if Jews en masse drifted into apostasy 
in all but name by ceasing to be other than Jews 
maintaining but a nodding acquaintance with their 
ancestral faith. 

It was the late Dr. Israel Abrahams who once 
remarked to the writer of these lines that the 
modern apologists for all religions rarely belong 
io the rank and file of pious believers. Who are 
those who grumble most about the. length of our 
services and the irksome regulations. governing the 
Jewish iife? Those who attend Synagogue regu- 
larly, or those who are meticulous with regard to 
all observances? Oh, no. The complaimts come 
from the ranks of those who have reduced their 


religious responsibilities to what can charitably be - 


described as an irreducible minimum. These are 
the people who regard their Judaism as a spare- 
wheel, to be applied only when other wheels break 
down. A religion kept only for an emergency 1s 
outworn, and it: is this kind that should be 
scrapped and exchanged for the more robust and 
living kind, as exemplified in Jacob 


ae HAVE sojourned with Laban . . . and I have 
oxen .. .” Yet another inspiring thought. lt 
was Jacob and not Laban who possessed material 
blessings in addition to his spiritual outlook. Is 
this not often the case to-day? For you will find 
among business-men even nowadays that those who 
are upright in moral conduct and scrupulously 
honest in all their dealing, who. close their offices 
and shops on Jewish holy-days, are, in the Jong 
run. better off even financially than their back- 
sliding brethren. To exchange religious observance 
for material gain is no sign of culture or advance- 
ment. On the contrary, it is an admission of 
weakness and failure in treading the path of virtue 
blazoned out for us in the Torah. The great 
figures of history have preferred the’ path of right- 
eousness. lonely though it be, to the crowded 
alleys of irresponsible masses. The — thinking 
world prefers the Jew who is loyal to his spiritual 
heritage, and disdains with the contempt 

deserves the individual who hides it when he can 
and apologises for it when he can no longer do 
so. Many years ago, the. great French writer 
Leroy-Beaulieu, in his “Isracl Among the 
Nations.” wrote: “1 have little taste for uniform- 
ity. My ideal of a nation is not a monolith, nor 
4 bronze formed at a single casting. It is better 
that the world should be composed of diverse 
elements and many races. If the Jew differs from 


us. so much the better. He is then more hkely to . 


bring a little variety into the flat monotony of our 
modern civilisation.” 

Those participating in the deliberations of the 
Communal Conference on the Reconstruction of 
Jewish Religious Education convened by the Chief 
Rabbi and the Joint Emergency Committee this 
week-end in London will no doubt have in mind 
that the main purpose of Jewish education is the 
teaching of religious values and faithful observance.

SIR ROBERT’S INFORMAL 
TALK 


Views on Palestine and United 
Synagogue 


In the course of an “ Informal Talk” to the 
Young People’s Association of the New West End 
Synagogue, last week, Sir Robert Waley Cohen, 
K.B.E., gave bis views on topical Jewish subjecis. 

He began with Palestine and Mr. Bevin's state- 
ment in Parliament, which he described as “ an 
extraordimarily fine statesmantike statement, for 
which the Jews ought to feel an immense appre- 
ciation.” it was the first time in recen®years, he 
said, that a man had stood up to speak for this 
country and said that the Jewish problem, as it 
was called, was a human problem, for the solution 
of which the whole world was responsible. That 
was a big move forward from the days when it was 
thought to be a thing which concerned the Jews 
alone. Mr. Bevin pulled it out of that rot—out 
of the “refugee groove “—and said there was a 
problem of Palestine which was the responsibility 
of the whole world. 

Sir Robert said he did not think Mr. Bevin quite 
undessitood the place Palestine held in Hs relation 
to the Jewish population of the whole world. 
Whether they were what were called Zionists or 
not, be thought they must all feel that the achieve- 
ments of Jewry m Palestine were nailed to the mast 
of the Jewish people. They had great reason to 
look with immense pride on some of the achieve- 
ments of ther brethren in Palestine. The half-a- 
million Jews who had gone there had raised the 
whole standard of hiving and civilisation in the 
country. That was what everyone had tried to do 
everywhere m the period between the two wars, and 
the only suecessiul achievem@pt was im .Palestinc. 

There was not only a material atmos-" 
phere, he continued, but there was also undoubiedly 
a high spiritual level. | 

Bui there were some drawbacks... He thought 
they failed, and their Jewish peopic who made 
their home m Palestine failed, mm the political field. 
They failed. to make a statesmankke approach to 
the fcllow-citizens in that country, and they fared 
to take the part that he thought the Jewish Agency 
was meant to fill, not of constantly claiming richts, 
but of constantly giving sound advice to the Govern- 
ment of the country, which understood very 
of its problems. That was a cructal failure, and as 
a result of the Government cxhibiied a 
loss of the art of government almost unique in 
Britwsh history. 

Now a new opportunity, he elaimed, had arisen.

They could imagine that he was 
not very successful. Newertheless, the fundamental 
sound common sense by which that great body of 
Angio-Jewry was charactertsed came out and. they 
showed in no uncertam terms that they were deter- 
mined io allow Jews who cared for their plan 
common man's relmmious life to go on ‘in the trade 
tons of Anglo-Jewry and freed from some of the 
crxiremisms that divided the world.

Conen, C.B.E. (West London) said that it was an- 
issue which went far beyond Palestine: The Foreign 
Secretary could not have made his statement in 
the House of Commons without its terms being 
known to the U.S. Governfinent. Therefore they 
could not ignore or belittle Mr. Bevin’s .tatement. 

Ma. Bararnetr Janner, M.P. (Leeds, United), 
appealed to Col. Gluckstein to withdraw his 
amendment, so that he should not put them in a 
position, by its terms, to make himself and those 
few who were with him exponents of com- 
mendation of those parts which were correct, and 
the othersethe antagonists of the British Govern- 
ment, which they were not. 

Mr. H. A. Goopman (Adath Yisroel) suggested 
that the Executive and the Palestine Committee 
should invite Col. Gluckstein and his colleagues to 
meet them during the luncheon interval for the pur- 
pose of endeavouring to achieve an 
resolution. 

Col. Gluckstein intimated his willingness to insert 
in his amendment the words “ and in full accord 
with. the Balfour Declaration © after the words “ as 
speedily as ible.”’. 

Ma. L. Baxstansky (Lodzer) said that when Mr. 
Bevin made his suggestion of 1,500 immigrants a 
month, subject to consultation with the Arabs, he 
certainly did not have the consent of President 
Truman. because the President the very next morn- 
ing had said’ that while America had agreed to 
join the Commission he still adhered to his demand 
that 100,000 Jewish refugees .should now be 
admitted to Palestine. 

CounciLtor A Moss, J.P. (North Salford) said 
there was not nearly sufficient in the amendment 
moved by Col. Gluckstein to satisfy even a small 
minority of the Boagj. They had to interpret the 
feelings of the Jews in Beélsen in regard to any 
decision they came.to that day. 

He thought that the Committee's memorandum 
was far too long. He suggested that in_ the 
amendment by Col. Gluckstein the immediate 
granting of 100,000 certificates should be included 
and they should also make clear their view that 
though they welcomed the co-operation of America, 
they did so only in the implementation of the 
Balfour Declaration for Palestine. 


Amendments Refused 


When Col. Gluckstein’s amendment with the in- 
clusion of the words “in full accord with the 
Balfour Declaration "" was put, only fifteen voted 
for it. 

Mr. Norman Jecobs then moved his amendment. 
which was seconded by Mr. MICHAEL FIDLER 
(Manchester, Holy Law). : 

After further discussion, “the previous ques- 
tion” was put and carried, so that Mr. Jacobs's 
amendment was not voted on. 

Mea. Israet Couen (Golders Green) moved, and 
Mr. F. M. Lanpau (United Synagogue) seconded, 
that the following amendment should be included: 

“That the Board cxpresses its profound reeret that the 
Palestine White Paper, which Jacked any legal validity and 
was disapproved unanimously by the Mandates Com- 
mission of the League of Nations, is still upheld and 
enforced by His Majesty's Government, although it pro- 
visions were stronaly denounced by leading members of 
the Government in the House of Commons debate of 
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May 22 and 23. 1939. and March 6, 1940, as well as at 
Labour Party Conferences, and respectfully calls upon 
the Government to fulfil ahe demands which its membcrs 
previously addressed to their predecessors in office down to 
May, 1945." . 

The “ previous question ” was again put, how- 
ever, and carried 
. Riepenretp (Whitley Bay) moved a 
further lengthy amendment, which found no 
seconder,. 

There were now cries of “* Vote, vote,’ from 
many Deputies, and the original resolution of the 
Executive and Palestine Committees was then put 
and carried with three dissentients, and the report 
was adopted. 


AJ.A. STATEMENT 


The following statement on Mr. Bevin’s speech 
last week has been issued by the Anglo-Jewish 
Association : | 

“ The Anglo-Jewish Association have considered 
the statement made by the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs in the House of Commons on 
November 13 

“ They appreciate Mr. Bevin’s recognition of the 
magnitude and gravity of the problems. upon which 
he touched and the spirit in which he identified 
himself personally with the endeavours to be made 

His Majesty’s Government jointly with the 
Government of the United States of America, to 
find a just and lasting solution. 

“ They regret, however, that with regard to the 
Jewish survivors of Nazi persecution, the statement, 
in their view, falls far short of promising the 
speedy and drastic action which the situation 
requires. 

“ The Association offer any co-operation which 
they can usefully and properly give. 

“ Whilst recognising to the full the complexity 
of the problem of Palestine, they venture to hope 
that a solution may, nevertheless, be found which 
will satisfy the hopes and expectations engendered 
by the Balfour Declaration.” : 

Over 12,000 peopie attended a public meeting in 
Sao Paulo, Brazil, to protest against the con- 
tinuation of the White Paper policy in Palestine 
and to demand the establishment of Palestine as 
a Jewish Commonwealth. Among those present 
were proniinent members of the Brazilian Govern- 
ment, leading intellectuals, and Church dignitaries 
(reports the J.T.A.) 


“THE AJ.A. AND THE 
DEPUTIES ” 
From Mr. MAURICE W. DOMB

Sin,—Professor Brodetsky’s letter on the latest 
phase of the dispute between the Deputies and the 

J.A. shows a disarming spirit of goodwill which 
one wishes could be seen more generally in com- 
munal life.’ But his letter still leaves the position 
fqr from clear. He says: 

(i) “™ Differences among organisations in America are 
wide and deep.” (ii) “ It was felt that in all the circum- 
stances *"——-what circumstances?—" co-ordination should at 
any rate be established berween the Board. the American 
Jewish Conference, and the World Jewish Coneress.”’ 
(ii) “ The Foreign Affairs Committee did everything 
possible in order that the American Jewish Committee and 
other bodies ‘should be brought into the arraneements.”’ 
(iv) “It was... impossitje for the Jews in this country 
to dictate in matters affecting internal arranecments in 
Amicrica.”’ 

Points (i) and (iv) we umexceptibnable and will: com- 
mand general assent But if differences in America are 
“ wide and deep" why tie British Jewry to one section— 
the Congress-Conferenre e@roup—when there are other 
sections wih equal claims to recognition? In what cir- 
cumstances, with how long notice, with what degree of 
deliberation and with what amount of information did the 
Foreign Affairs Committce and the Board come to this 
arrangement? . Professor Brodetsky should deal with these 
points 

There is an impression abroad that when the aereement 
Originally came before the Board (it was sprung on the 
members, without notice after lunch) assurances were given 
that, far from being exclusive, the triple alliance was 
merely the beginnings of a wider grouping. Was there 
justification for that impression? One cannot help feeling 
that the efforts of the Foreign Affairs Committee to bring 
in other organisations were stultificd by a bargain pre- 
viously struck in the United States. So far from being 
abie to dictate to American Jewry, it seems that the Board 
of Deputies cannot even areue.

The announcement in your issue of the 16th inst 
President of the Holy Law Hebrew Congreantion,

There is no seed 
to tell you what four months in Beisen do to a person's 
feelings amd emotions, and it was tlierefore decided to 
alter the date of the meeting to a week later. ew that 
Rabbi Vilenski would be feeling better and more able to 
do justice to his subject. The President of his Congrega- 
tien was asked take the ehair, and the mecting was to 
be under the joint auspices of the Relief Committee 
and the Holy Law Congregation. Now according to the 
announcement the Synagogue was not in any way consulted 
about the meeting but this is far from the true situation

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WORK ERS AND STRIKES 


By AUNTIE 
E are now hearing quite a lot about how 
many hours a workman should spend at his 
job. and what his wages should be, and in 


‘many cases .when the men do not agree with the: 


employers it is not unusual to hear that.” a strike 
is On, 

it is interesting to note what the attitude to such 
matters was in Talmudic times. There were more 
than one thousand years between the Biblical and 
Talmudical eras, and owing to the progress of 
science during ‘that time industry was extended in 
many directions, and there arose a class of small 
employers who tried to get all they could from the 
workmen very cheaply The Talmud was severe 
in its reproof of these men. Several of the Rabbis 
themselves were labourers when they were not 
teaching. 

One of the most important questions in labour 
disputes was the number of hours to be worked and 
the length Of night work. Now the “Talmud 
declared that night was created for rest and sleep, 
and not for work. As a rule, it said, only two 
kinds of people work in the night, the poet and 
the thief. Then it insisted that the hours of labour 
must be regulated according to the custom of each 
province or district. In a place where it was 
customary to begin work early and leave off early, 
the master could not compel the workman to work 
late. 

It is curious to note that the ordinary workman 
was better paid than some of the traders. For 
example, a tailor received two selas for making a 
suit of clothes, while a common labourer received 
four selas for his daily work. 

With regard to meals, we read that it was a 
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custom to ‘give food to the 
were at their work. Besides the ordinary. meals, 
employers gaye their workers sweets, corresponding 
to our.afternoon tea, and it was understood that a 
gardener was allowed to eat of the fruit of the 
in which he worked. 

Women’s work was also a subject of much dis- 
cussion. The Talmud laid it down that women 
should not do any .other work than their own 
domestic work, but they could earn their own liv- 
ing by doing work at home such as weaving linen, 
They were not allowed, however, to work under 
a master Furthermore, no child could be em- 
ployed until he was 15, but must attend school 
until that age. 

Strikes were by no means rare, but according to 
the law whoever broke the clauses of his engage- 
ment was deerged to be in the wrong.

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Barriers 


HE world to-day is suffering from an increased 

number of barriers that divide man from man. 

In olden. times, although absolute monarchs 
ruled within stated provinces, there was little or 
no restriction, other than that of finance, on the 
traveller. Even before the first world war, travel 
was unrestricted, 

Now, not only have barriers been increasingly 
erected all over the world, to prevent people from 
moving about, but. there tend to appear new 
barriers in each society or nation which imprison 
men within a _ definite group or class with in- 
creasingly unpleasant severity. Nobody has called 
sufficient attention to the increasing tendency to 
rope people off from one another by means of 
often entirely false classification or description. 

In spite of progressive ideas, for instance, a new 
type of division is making its appearance—the very 
educational measure which was to herald a new 
world of equal opportunity has, in some respects, 
begun to set Up separate “ classes " because of the 
divergence of opinion and practice of some of the 
older schools which have, as it were, “ contracted 
out,” and raiséd their fees as _ self-compensation. 
Far from encouraging the talented children of the 
less weakhhly people, among whom must be num- 
bered many of the intellectual elements, they are 
liable to attract simply those whose main claim 
to avail themselves of the schools’ high standard 
is the ability to pay the fees. So many of them 
are without noticeable cukture themselves, but 
they are a new class of energetic and successful 
people who have made the getting of money their 
first purpose in life. 


A Practical Instance 


In practical fact, the growing gencration of boys 
and girls are, because of the emphasis of money, 
becoming imbued with a materialism that is far 
from approaching the ideals that actuated the best- 
educated people of the past. In a recent inquiry, 
for mstance, made at a boys’ school about the 
professions of each boy's parents, a boy whose 
father is a doctor and whose mother is a nurse 
gave his father’s. profession readily enough. - But 
with regard to his mother, he blushed and said 
that she “ helped his father at the hospital.”” He 
subsequently explained to his mother that hé said 
this because otherwise the rest of the fellows would 
think that his father was not sufficiently wealthy 
to maintain her and his family without his wife 
also going “ out to work! And there were other 
replies of a similar nature. — 

On the other side of the picture, there is among 
certain workers an equal imsistence on a form of 
distinctiveness. Nobody, from their point of view, 
who does not tive a restricted life of wage-earning 
is to be credited with either wisdom or political 
honesty. They tend as greatly as do those who 


“oppose them to erect barriers between men and 


men. 

The real point is that, as human beings progress, 
ail kinds of restrictions between them should tend 
to disappear, instead of increase. There should be 
no artificial class barriers, just as there should be 
no rigidly closed frontiers, with their stupid restric- 
tion on free intercourse between human beings, or 
of zones where foods or commodities are available 
to the exclusion of other places. 

And if .in our time a new standard is required 
with which to gauge the various kinds of men and 
women in a given social group, surely it should not 
be based on the ability to gain or the inability to 
gain wealth. The Jew has made learning the touch- 
stone. for nobility: and aristocracy of character 
throughout his long history, and this. attitude can 
to-day teach a very valuable lesson in the break- 
ing down of the barriers that are being surrepti- 
tiously erected mm society. The very composition 
of Jewish society, with its religious and overriding 
insistence on learning and knowledge, has pro- 
duced an almost classless people, where none, what- 
ever his trade,’ profession, or condition, considers 
or feels himself—or is considered—the inferior of 
his fellow-Jew anywhere.

by some other suitable title . incorporating the 
names of Julius and Annie Wik. 

Mr. Sharp said that this offer had come entirely 
through Mr. Benjamin, the Board's Secretary. 

The President, who endorsed this statement, 
expressed the Board's gratitude for the donation. 

The gift was also reported from the Dudley 
House Allocation Committee for Gifts from 
America to Great Britain of a large quantity of 
miscellaneous clothing, etc., per Mrs. Edward 
Henriques. 

In reply to a question, the Chairman said the 
Committee was a non-sectarian one to which non- 
Jews as well as Jews subscribed. 


THE REV. J. K. GOLDBLOOM 
BACK AT REDMANS ROAD 


The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom has resumed his duties 
as Principal and Secretary of the Redmans Road 
Talmud Torah, after an absence of several years 
in Canada, where he was director of the J.N.F. 

At a mecting of the Committee of the Talmud 
Torah, Mr. A. Mundy stated that he had agreed

AUSTRIAN RELIEF COMMITTEE 


At a meeting of the Austrian Relief Commitice 
in Bloomsbury House last week, Mr. Peter 
Freeman, M.P., Chairman of the Committee, who 
recently returned from Austria, reported. on con- 
ditions now prevailing there. said that 
Austria, disarmed in the last war, and the first 
victim of WNazi-Fascism, had endured. for seven 
years the misery of German occupation. The 
Germans did their utmost to destroy every memory 
of Austrian independence. 

The condition of those returning from the con- 


. centration camps was too dreadful for words, Mr. 


Freeman went on. 

The audience were told that there was a great 
shortage of medical supplies, and some hospitals 
had been obliged ‘to close down. Men and women 
who had returned from concentration camps were 
collapsifig for lack of medical treatment and 
proper nourishment. Schools and public kitchens 
had’ also had to close down because of the short- 
age of fuel and food. 

‘Some improvements, the speaker said, had been 
made: an organised supply of 500 or 600 tons of 
coal was being sent to Austria, and glass was being 
imported from Italy. 

The Chairman appealed to the Austrian Com- 
munity for contributions to enable: the Society to 
increase its activities and to help to rebuild 
Austria. 

Mr. Franz Danimann, delegate from Vienna to 
the World: Youth Congress, reported on the situa- 
tion in Austria. Other speakers were Mr. Whit- 
worth, of the Friends Ambulance Unit, who 
recently returned from a tour in Germany and 
Austria: and Miss Horne, Hon. Secretary of the 
Austrian Relief Committee, who gave a report on 
the work of the Committee since its formation last 
August. 


DR. SCHONFELD’S POLISH VISIT 


Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld has returmed from his 
mission to Poland on behalf of the United Jewish 
Relief Appeal. He visited Warsaw, Cracow, Lodz, 
Czestochowa, Oswiecim, Kielce and a number of 
smaller centres in Poland. 

Dr. Schonfeld conferred with the representatives 
of Polish Jewry. He also entered into negotiations 
to bring out a number of Jewish orphan children 
who have relatives in this country. ; 

Arrangements are being made by the United 
Jewish Relief Appeal for a public meeting, at which 
Dr. Schonfeld will give a comprehensive report on 


‘the present position and the needs of Polish Jewry. 


UNITED SYNAGOGUE

STRONG FINANCIAL POSTTION 

The annual general meeting of Johannesturae Consoli- 
dated Investment Co..

Mr. G. H. Beatty, in the course of his speech, said: 

You will have observed from the report and accounts 
that the strong financial position of the Company has 
been fully maintained.

laree adjustment in the estimate of the, vear'’s profit as 
computed for tax purposes 

The balance of £248,038 carried forward from last year 
added to the: net profit, gave an available amount of 
£1.192.645 Of. this sum Dividend No. 53 of 3s. per 
share les« United Kingdom Income Tax absorbed £592,500 
and £300.000 was transferred to Reserve Fund, leaving a 
balance of £300,145 to be carried forward. 

This is the first peacetime meeting for six years and 
it may be as well to fake stock of the position. of the 
gold mining industry on the Rand. A comparison of the 
results of the first. six months of the year 1939—the last 
peace-time half-vear—and the first six months of _ this 
year—the last war-time half-vear—is a good basis. There 
was a small increase in the tons crushed in the latter 
period. but the gold recovered per ton crushed showed 
a decline from 4.235 pennyweights to 4.015 pennyweights 
per ton milled: nevertheless working revenue in the latter 
six months increased by over six million pounds on account 
of an increase in the. gold .ptice of 24s.

FUTURE OPERATIONS 


As regards future operations the most important indicator 
of their scale 18 the pay limit in. terms of gold content 
per ton.

from September to December, 1939. inclusive, the Govern- 
ment limited .the price to be received by the producers 
to 150s. net per ounce fine although it was itself recciving 
the full price: fortunately wiser counsels prevailed in 194C.

Investments & Securities 


Considerable business fs transacted in stock markets 
day by day. Big business is arranged in British Funds. 
In many cases tie transactions are in the nature of an 
exchange from one stock to another. . 

At the moment the longer-dated Government issues are 
being sold in order to supply cash for taking up the 
3 per cent Savings Bonds 1965-75, now “on tap” at the 
Bank of England. The general impression is that this 
particular issue will shortly be withdrawn and substituted 
by another carrying a lower rate of irterest. 

Such a step would be in line with the cheap moncy 
policy of the Treasury. It is recognised that the Govern- 
ment needs to follow a cheap moncy policy to finance 
the Nationalisation programme. 


AMERICAN BUYING 


Another market feature is the buying of certain industrial 
equitics on New York account. Many British ordinary 
stocks and shares have a quotation on the New York 
Curb Exchanec. 

Special activity took place in such securities in 1929, 
Prior to the ercat slump in the United States. At that 
time the buying of certain shares was on such a scale that 
fears were felt of control passing into American hands. 
In fact some British companies were prepared at that time 
to issue additional equities which could only be held by 
British Nationals.

LOUIS COHEN’S BRILLIANCE 


The symphony concert in aid of the Palestine Conserva- 
toire Building Fund, given at the Cambridge Theatre on 
Sunday evening, was in every way worthy of its great 
object. Orchestra, conductor. and soloist, all made con- 
tributions of the very highest standard. The orchestral 
basis was the New London Symphony Orchestra. which 
was Organised and has been developed by is permanent 
conductor, Alec Sherman, into an instrument of remark- 
able capacity. Only an orchestra which had been 
thoroughly drilled and welded into a fincly. sensitive. 
responsive e¢nsembic could have risen. to the demands 
made of it by Louis Cohen, the conductor. His conduct- 
ing was both spacious and gracious, with the utmost regard 
to clarity in the parts, so that not one of _ the 
nume melodic lines in Rymsky-Korsakov's Capriccio 
Espagnol ** was blurred. He was not afraid of taking 
the music at a really slow tempo. as in the second move- 
ment of “the ™ Capriccio,” keeping it moving all the time 
In Becthoven’s Fifth Symphony his deliberate and detailed 
attenuon to lovely and tender phrasing made: the second 
movement cspeciailly a memorable performance. As for 
Ida Haendel. at this stage Jewry does not need to be told 
that she is a very great artist indeed. The romantic 


warmth of teeling she put into the Bruch Concerto, 
coupled with that unfailing, clear, and crisp technique of 
hers, resuked in a performance as good as any I have 
heard. There is, by the way. a subtly Jewish tinge about 
this Bruch concerto, especially the first and the slow 
movements, which, linked with its rhansodical romanti- 
cism, make it a peculiarly grateful work for Jewish artists 
In Ravel's “ Tzigane” for Violin and Orchestra. Ida 
Haendel had a further opportunity to display her suppic 
mastery of all the violinist’s arts, but did sot fail to add 
ber own personal warmth HCS.
